He returned in the hope of gef- 
ting that position; and it was while 
living again in Busseto that he 
married Margherita Barezzi, dau- 
ghter of the musical, and kind, 

groceryman. 

After a couple of years of mar- 
riage, and the birth of his son, 
Verdi decided he’d better get 
back to Milan where he might 
possibly make more money to off- 
set his increasing domestic ex- 
penses. Accordingly, he and his 
young wife and the baby set up 
housekeeping in a small apart- 
ment in Milan, and it was nę 
long before Verdi had an opera 
ready for performance at La Scala. 

This was tho ono that turnod 
out to be a lukowarm succoss, 
ploasing no ono, roally, loas? of 
all Verdi. However, it did bring 
him a contract for throo moro, 
tho first of the trio fo bo a 
comic opora, “molto buffa.” 

It would have been very funny 
indeed if Verdi could have writ-

failed. Completely and miser- 
ably. It was called “King for 
e Day.” The crue! audience 
dubbed it “Fiasco of a Night.” 
Verdi never forgave fhe fMifan- 
ese their jeers at this opera, 
written at such awful effort. It 
was then that he swore never 
to write another. 

There followed a period of 
aching despair. Verdi lived in 
a sort of coma, going about the 
city unseeingly. Sunk in dejec- 
tion, he would sit for hours at 
a table of the cafe that he fre- 
quented, staring into space. Finally 
he got down to the ppint that 
he was forced to ask the cafe 
owner if he might have a few 
meals on credit. The owner re- 
fused. 

It was then that Verdi, head 
down against the falling snow, 
shuffled from the cafe and along 
the slush covered streets of Milan. 
And it was then that he bumped

of La Scala. 

Morotli knew composors, and 
ho bolieved in Vordi. Wo bogan 
talking to him, urging him to 
try again. Yordi shook his head 
In refusal.

STUDY FINDS STATE 
TWO-CAR TREND IS 
PICKING UP SPEED 


Mississippi's wives and teen- 
agers, tired of being stranded 
when their bread-winner drives 
the family car to work, are spark- 
ing a statewide two-car boom, ac- 
cording to a special survey by 
Universal CIT Credit Corporation, 
the Nation's largest independent 
automobile financing firm. 

The survey was conducted by 
the heads of the company’s 40 
division offices throughout the na- 
tion. Fifteen of the company’s 
branch offices are in Mississippi. 
In addition to observations of these 
experienced executives, the firm 
said, the survey included inter- 
views with the hundreds of auto- 
mobile dealers surveyed by Uni- 
versal CIT. 

“Our survey disclosed that the 
major reasons behind the pur- 
chase of a second car,” said vice 
president Clarence E. Wilson of 
New Orleans, “are the trend to 
suburban living and the need for 
a second car for shopping and 
taking children to school when the 
husband uses the other car to get 
to work.” , 

There are about 4,500,000 two- 
car families in the United States. 
The credit executive estimated 
that about 10 per cent of Missis- 
sippi’s car-owning families had 
more than one car. The percent- 
age probably will double over the 
next five years, he declared. 

Most of the state’s two-car fami- 
lies are white collar or profes- 
sional workers and farmers, al- 
though two-car ownership is wide- 
spread among skilled workers, the 
survey showed. 

Average annual irfcome of two- 
car families is between $7,000 
and $10,000 in Mississippi, the sur- 
vey showed. 

About two-thirds of the new
